HIGH  BUTTER  PRICES  SUPPORT  MILK  MARKETS 


The  effect,  of  the  firm  "butter  markets 
has  "been  to  add  strength  to  the  fluid  milk  ' 
situation.    T?holesale  "butter  prices  are  now 
5  to  6  cents  per  pound'  higher  than  a  month  ago, 
and  current  supplies  of  domestic  "butter  are  so 
short  that  these  relatively  high  prices  have 
held,  despite  the. fact  that  some  imports  of 
foreign  "butter  have  "been  received.     The  general 
tone  of  "butter  markets  in  itself  supports  milk 
markets,  and  prevailing  "butter  prices  have 
naturally  raised  the  value  of  surplus  classes 
of  milk  which  in  many  cases  are  "based  on  "butter 
quotations. 

Average  prices  of  Class  I  milk  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  average  only  .slightly  higher 
this  month  than  in  January,  hut  there  are  a  .  \ 
number  of  individual  markets  where. price 
increases  are  substantially  ahove  those  \ 
published  a  month  ago.  .

changes  wore  actually  in  effect  during  the  last 
half  of  January.    This  is  true  of  Madison, 
Wisconsin,  where  the  Class  I  price  advanced  40 
cents  per  cwt.  and  retail  prices  I  cent  per 
quart  January  16.    An  increase  of  12  cents  per 
pound  of  "butterfat  (42  cents  per  cwt.)  became 
effective  on  the  same  date  at  Tulsa,'  Oklahoma, 
which.,  is  under  Federal  license,  and  retail 
prices  were  also  advanced  there  in  line  with 
'the  other  change.     The  Chicago  license  was 
amended  on  Jonuary  17,  providing  for  a  20  cents 
per  cwt.  Class  I  increase.    Retail  prices 
advanced  1  cent  per  quart  at  the  same  time, 
although  these   ire  not  a  part  of  the  license. 
A  new  Federal  license  is  in  effect  this  month 
at  San  Diego,  California  hut  this  affected  the 
prevailing  ClassI  price  hut  slightly.

A  continuing  high  "butter  price  level 


still  lends  support  to  fluid  milk  markets,  and 
several  further  price  increases  are  in  effect 
this  month.    Dairy  products  markets  have  been 
strengthened  this  year  by  curtailed  production 
and  the  shortage  of  stocks,  but  following  the 
January  price  advances  there  was  a  curtailed 
consumption,  particularly  of  butter,  and  there 
has  also  been  an  influx  of  foreign  butter.  As 
a  result,  butter  prices  have  lost  the  January 
gain.    Fluid  milk  price  changes  this  month, 
however,  show  several  increases 'over  February. 
Boston,  St.  Louis  and  Toledo  are  the  largest

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markets  where  advances  have  occurred,  dealers' 
buying  prices  being  23jz!  por  cwt.  higher  than  a 
month  ago  at  Boston,  and  25$zf  higher  at  the  other 
two  cities.

Reports  from  the  fluid  milk  trade  to  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  show  relatively  ; 
few  milk  price  changes  in  May.    Several  of  the  , 
Federal  licenses  have  recently  been  amended, 
although  these  amendments  relate  largely  to 
details  other  than  Class  I  prices,  representing  ] 
adjustments  to  suit  local  market  conditions,  . 
Except  for  a  5  Cents  per  cart,  increase  at  Ft. 
Dodge,  Iowa,  all  of  this  month's  price  changes  ! 


are  reductions. 

The  Detroit  license  is  included  in  the 
group  amended,  and  while  the  Class  I  price 
continues  to  be  $2.25,  reports  indicate  that 
dealers  are  still  paying  $2.43,  as  in  April.  A 
lower  price  is  reported  for  part  of  the  Ft. Worth

officially  approved  as  yet.    Tulsa,  Oklahoma 
prices  were  reduced  7  cents  per  pound  of  butter- 
fat  (2&y  per  ovrfc.)  on  April  16.

Washington,  which  is  operating  under  State 
Control  a  5  cents  per  pound  of  fat  reduction 
(17^  per  cat.)  took  effect  April  27.  Retail 
prices  are  3  cents  per  quart  lower  at  Grand 
Rapids,  Michigan  due  to  selling  competition.

MILK  PRICES  L07.1E  AS  PRODUCTION  INCREASES 


The  downward  trend  which  lias  recently 
featured  "butter  markets  is  reflected  in  certain 
fluid  milk  price  changes  of  the  past  month, 
according  to  reports  received  by  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  pro- 
duction outlook  is  now  an  important  influence, 
as  is  always  the  case  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  although  in  contrast  to  the  drought 
conditions  of  a  year  ago,  reports  on  the  current 
situation  indicate  that  pastures  have  greatly 
improved  during  the  past  few  weeks  and  that  a,s 
the  feed  shortage  has  Dcen  relieved,  production 
has  incres.sed  sharply. 


The  largest  market  area  where  a  price 
reduction  is  effective  this  month  is  at  St. Paul 
and  Minneapolis,     The  Federal  license  covering 
that  area  was  amended  to  provide  for  a,  Class  I 
price  of  $1.75  per  cv^t.  after  June  5,  which  is 
a  reduction  of  20  cents.    Another  Federal 


license  amended  is  at  Wichita,  Kansas,  with  the 
change  there  being  a  decline  in  the  Class  I 
price  from  60  cents  to  50  cents  per  pound  of 
butterfat.     At  Lexington,  Ky. ,  Class  I  milk  is 
40  cents  per  cwt.  lower,  and  some  retail  milk  ' 
has  been  reduced  1  cent  per  quart,  al  though 
this  docs  not  apply  to  all  of  the  city's  supply. 
Kansas  City,  Mo.  prices  are  reported  25  cents 


per  cwt.  lower  on  Class  I  and  1  cent  per  quart 
on  retail  milk,    A  retail  advance  of  2  cents 
per  quart  ha.s  occurred  at  Grand  Rapids,  Mich,, 
out  this  is  the  aftermath  of  a  retail  price 
cutting  development  in  May.     The  prevailing 
retail  price  at  Grand  Rapids  is  now  9  cents  per 
quart,  compared  with  7  cents  in  May  and  10  cents 
in  April.    Retail  prices  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa 
are  down  1  cent  per  quart.    Other  Class  I 
reductions  this  month  include  5  cents  per  cwt. 
at  Milwaukee,  22  cents  at  Springfield,  111., 
and  15  cents  at  Dallas,  Tuxaso
